4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art Kodama et al teaches away from 
the layers being formed without random copolymer, because Kodama 
et al requires that the hydrogenated copolymers be random 
copolymers and only mentions that the hydrogenated copolymers 
could in addition have block copolymers. Furthermore, the 
applicant has shown unexpected results in the 1.132 Declaration 
filed March 21, 2 005, with regard to using block copolymers in 
place of random copolymers of the same composition. The 1.132 
Declaration also showed that the composition taught in Kodama et 
al would not meet the limitation that the tube/tube shear peel 
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strength is less than 35N, because of the presence of the random 
copolymer.
